Success Would Enable Com- 
paratively Cheap Repaving 
of Many Heavy Traffic 
Arteries in the City. 


Superintendent of Streets Louis K. 
Rourke is making paving experiments In 
Boston which may save the city many 
thousands of dollars and mean the re- 
paving of heavy traffic arteries to the 
great advantage of teaming interests. 

The experiment consists of the use of 
a new invention known as an oak key, 
which is a wedge-shaped’ white oak pav- 
ing block to be used in conjunction with 
granite paving blocks, If the -expert- 
ment proves successful the city will be 
able to use all the present granite paving 
slocks, while obtaining a desirable sur- 
‘ace for teaming. 

At present when granite paving blocks 
are substituted for other surfaces it 


—costs the city a great deal of money to 


recut the worn paving blocks so they are 
again suitable for use and many times 
this is.inipossible. With the use of the 
oak keys the old paving blocks can be 
relaid without cutting and thus give 
double service. 

The idea is to lay a section of the 
old granite blocks, which shall be flanked 


Experiments with foreign trees and 


plants at the Arnold Arboretum at For- 
est Hills have now reached a stage if 
which high expectations are entertained 
that the tests will prove of much value 
not only in extending the knowledge of 
horticulture but also in increasing the 
value of the fruit and lumber industries 
of North America as sources of economic 
wealth. The Arno%d Arboretum the 
horticultural department of Harvard Uni- 
versity. 

The plants with which the horticaltur- 
ists are experimenting include hundreds 
of varieties brought in seed form from 
China, Tibet and Korea, many of which 
have never been introduced into this 
country. At present most of the plants’ 
are small, though some of the trees and 
berry bushes have reached a height of 
several feet. Practically all the plants 
enjoy a lusty growth in our soil. 

The seeds were collected by men sent 
to Asia by the Arboretum for that pur- 
pose and by officials and friends of the 
Arboretum while traveling there. On 
reaching this country the seeds were 
sown by the hundred in small pots and 
boxes from which they were ‘transplanted 
to larger receptacles. The hardier plants 
have already been set outdoors and 
many of them will remain with practi- 
cally no covering through the coming 
winter.

The consistent increase in demand on 
the part of foreigners for American-made 
footwear is evidenced by the new high 
record of boot and exports trom 
the United States during the fiscal year 
ended June 30. Value of boots and shoes 
shipped was 20 per cent greater than in 
1909. Compared with shoe exports in 
1897 an increase from $1,708,244 to $12, 
408.575, or over 625 per cent, was shown. 
this remarkable expansion has been al- 
most entirely due to the persistent en- 
terprise of manufacturers and 
has been aided by valuable advices from 
American consuls.

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JAPANESE GARDENS PLANNED FOR 


EFFECT ecccececceeees 


HE Japanese gardener usually sane’ 


his gardens so that the best vista is 


obtained from the guest room of the 


house or the arbors, where it is likely 
to be most appreciated. If there are 
hills or mountains in the background the 
garden is so designed that the hills are 
part of it, brought into immediate rela- 
tion with it. ge 

If there is no desirable outside 
scenery’ the garden is made in such a 
way as to give the impression of being 
in a small amphitheater or the heart of 
a forest. To them gardening is not 
arithmetic but an art—hills, dales, rivu- 
lets, waterfalls, bridges, etc.,.vie in pre- 
senting their quaintest forms and fan- 
cies and harmonious symmetries. 

Dwarfed plants of all descriptions 
deck the scene here and there in thou- 
sands of peculiarly artistic shapes. 

The art of dwarfing plents is little 
known in other lands. The successful 
Japanese nurseryman must not only be 
a good grower, but he must also be an 
artist conversant with the general arts 
and customs of his country, which differ 
very materially from those of other 


countries. . 
The pines may be considered the most 


‘important of all trees in Japan, says 


the Queen, and great care is taken of 
their cultivation and preservation. They 


are generally grown from seed and great | 


> 
care 


is taken to select the choicest 
qualities. In the spring of the second 
year, when the seedlings are about eight 
inches in height, they are staked with 
bamboo canes and tied with rice straw, 
the plants being bent in different desir- 
able shapes. 

The next autumn they are trans- 
planted to a richer soil and well ferti- 
lized. In the following spring the 
plants are restaked and twisted and tied 
in fanciful forms. This mode of treat- 
ment is given until the seventh vear, 
when the trees will have assumed fairly 
large proportions, the branches being 
trained in graceful forms and the foliage 
like small clouds of dense green. 

The plants are now taken up and 
potted. Every succeeding year great 
care must be taken of new shoots, which 
must be kept pinched back. After an- 
other three years of this treatment the 


trees are virtually dwarfed, there being 


no visible growth after. 

There is also a great demand for curi- 
osities in mixed grafted conifers, that 
is, six or seven kinds of conifers on one 
plant. Maples form one of the best 
materials for the artistic fancies of the 
Japanese craftsman. Often a_ great 
many different varieties of maples are 
grafted on one stem.

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Unique Door Knockers 


There is a fancy~now for collecting 
old door knockers such as our ancestors 
delighted in before the day of electric 
buttons, says the St. Louis Globe Demo- 
crat. 

So popular has become this knocker 
collecting that many antique dealers are 
reproducing famous knockers of colonial 
and earlier dates. 

It adds zest to a ramble in old parts 
of a city or to motoring in country dis- 
tricts to be on the lookout for knockers 
of former days. The eagle was a fav- 
orite model for early American knockers, 
also grotesque heads and weird animals 
from whose mouths hung rings to serve 
for arousing the household. 

Many historic knockers of England 
and America have been copied for mod- 
ern houses, among them the famous 
sanctuary knocker of Durham cathedral 
and the lion-faced knocker which for 
centuries ornamented the door of Brase- 
nose College, Oxford, and was removed 
by students who migrated to Stamford 
in the fourteenth céntury and later 
passed through many private hands until 
it was returned to Brasenose in 1890.

Times writes: I have just been travel- 
ing in Holland and have been struck by 
the sensible provision in the coinage of 
that little country of a 21%,-cent piece, by 
the use of which it is possible to -make 
fractional change.

Roosevelt was beginning to make himself

no time since he served his_ political 
apprenticeship in the Legislature and filled 
a local appointive office in New York city 
has he been in sympathy or touch with the 
machine, or has the machine been in sympathy or touch with him. 
At all times he has been regarded by it as an interloper, prone to 
unsettle the arrangements and disturb the plans of the organization 
managers. 

His conception of politics has never been that of the bosses, 
even though it be true that, like them, he has made politics his 
profession and a means of obtaining place, prominence and power. 
His: methods have always been the reverse of theirs. They sought 
to win and hold popular support by slighting, evading and even by 
openly countenancing violations of the law. He sought popularity 
at first by demanding respect for the law and later by enforcing 
it in the face of the most violent opposition. His course proved 
successful beyond the expectations as well as beyond the hopes of 
his opponents among all classes, and they saw him pressed forward 
nearer and nearer to the front by the sheer force of public approval. 
Though they seemed for a time to have succeeded in stemming the 
tide running in his favor by defeating him in a mayoralty race, 
his general course continued onward until he obtained under 
President McKinley a post in Washington from which he was 
enabled to focus the attention of the nation and through which he 
was enabled eventually to reach the Governor's chair in Albany. 

The highest, like the lowest, machine politicians disliked and 


‘opposed him at every step. Time and again they tried to entrap 


him into the commission of some blunder that would slacken his 
hold upon popular regard, but in every instance they met with 
failure. At length, that he might be shelved and rendered harmless 
to them for at least four vears, they succeeded in having him named 
for the vice-presidency, a step that proved to be the greatest 
mistake made in the history of American bossism. Throughout 
seven years in the presidency they continued to dislike and to 
distrust him. Old bosses passed away and new bosses came on 
the scene, the individual boss system gave place to the group ‘boss 
system, and still the enmity to Roosevelt and Roosevéltism 
continued, and still it continues, until in this very day and hour it 
is manifesting itself with greater virulence than ever. 

Have the bosses always been against the people, and has 
Theodore Roosevelt always been for the people? No, there have 
been times when the bosses, thanks to their ripe experience and natural 
shrewdness, have taken the side approved by the people when Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, thanks to his headstrong impetuosity, has placed him- 
self in opposition to popular opinion. Colonel Roosevelt, when 
all is said, is not infallible. But on the whole the bosses have 
stood for expediency and a low order of political morality, while 
Theodore Roosevelt has stood, as he stands today, for the higher 
ideals 1n government and for those forces that make for righteousness 
in public life. 

The glove has once more been tossed to the feet of the 
champion and he has unhesitatingly and characteristically accepted 
the challenge. ‘They shall have all the fight they want,” he says; 
and somehow people in all parts of the country feel that he means 
what he says, and that a contest is impending the result of which 
will be full of meaning for the cause of cleaner politics and better 
government everywhere. 

There are, however, some who even now are contemplating 
with anxiety what may happen in the event that Colonel Roosevelt 
shall rout Messrs. Woodruff, Barnes and their cohorts. W5ll not 
a victory of this character, they ask, make Theodore Roosevelt the 
political boss of New York? And as political boss of New York 
will he not be in a position to wield a momentous power in national 
political affairs? This phase of the matter is worth considering, 
surely ; but it is as well to view it from a calm and rational standpoint. 
It is not within the range otf reasonable probability that the people 
of the state of New York who shall assist in putting down one form 
of bossism will deliberately assist in the building up of another form, 
or tolerate another form if it should put in an unexpected appearance. 
Assuming that Theodore Roosevelt aspires to political dictatorship, 
which, everything considered, would be rather a wild assumption, the 
people, should he move in this direction, would very soon make 
him feel their disapproval keenly. Nobody knows this better than 
Theodore Roosevelt himself. It would accord much more naturally 
and fittingly with his entire record if after putting his foes in 
New York state to flight he should retire from the field of practical 
politics in his state, devoting himself to his chosen work of educating 
popular opinion to see the light as he sees it. 

We must take thought not only of the dignity that attaches 
to Colonel Roosevelt's position; but to the great weight that we 
know he places upon it. He has entered upon this fight in New 
York, it is but fair to presume, because he“is impelled today as 
he was twenty years ago by an irrepressible desire to take the side 
otf the people against those who use politics and place for selfish 
and dishonest purposes. To the extent that he shall pursue the 
untrustworthy politician and the treasonable office-holder and drive 
corruptionists of all kinds out of public affairs, he is certain to have 
the sympathy and support of the nation, for the need of a leadership 
which shall be intelligently and courageously directed to these ends 
is felt everywhere in the land as well as in the Empire state.

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THE census returns, as usual, bring surprises |j 
and disappointments. The latter, for the 

most part, are purely local. In general, the The Census 
returns so far at hand should give great 
satisfaction. Some of the cities show and 
remarkable growth. Among these, Okla- 
homa City, which has increased from 10,000 
to 64,000, stands foremost. But the case 
is not typical. Certain well-known conditions 
have contributed to the bringing about’ in 
this instance of an unusual increase in population. Detroit's case 
is more to the point. Its increase of population in the decade 1s 
over 60 per cent. Houston, Tex., had an increase of 76 per cent, 
but Houston is a comparatively small place and is having its early 
growth. Detroit is by no means a young city, and its present 
expansion in every direction must be all the more gratifying for 
this reason. ' , 

From present appearances, and notably from the returns made 
with regard to Cincinnati and St. Louis, it would seem that the 
older large cities as a class will show increases smaller than those 
of former enumerations. The gain of Cincinnati has been only 
11 per cent, and that of St. Louis only 19.4 per cent. It is not 
anticipated that the showing of New Orleans will be much better 
than that of Cincinnati. 

There is considerable interest outside the communities 
themselves in the showing of some of the older and larger cities of 
the North. But there can be no question in anybody’s mind that 
even if in every instance it should fall far short of expectations, 
it will be an exhibition of growth such as the nation will have 
good reason to be content with. Public anticipation is ever far in 
advance of the actual count. The nation has become so accustomed to 
growth and to talk of growth that it frequently permits itself to look 
for greater expansion than can be reasonably expected. The one 
great fact revealed by the census so far is that the country 1s still 
growing at a marvelous rate; and contemplation of this must lead 
the thoughtful to realize that this growth means not only, greater 
opportunities but greater responsibilities for every American man 
and woman.

When the Republican 
state, district and county conventions have nominated candidates, 
their election is assured by all precedent. This unwritten rule is 
perfectly reliable in the light of past events. While the majority 
for the Republican gubernatorial nominee, Dr. John A. Mead, will 
be less next month than those for his predecessors, the paring is 
due to factional campaigning, he having fought the strong party 
organization that backed several governors, and secured the 
indorsement of the state convention by a small margin. The 
national situation, it might also be said, is not strongly considered 
in the election of Vermont's congressmen. If these results influence 
the vote im Vermont for President and Vice-President two years 
hence, general significance can hardly attach to those figures, even 
then. That Vermont is now for Taft goes without saying. But 
aside from the fact that unusual conditions are likely to reduce the 
Republican vote in Vermont this year, no correct judgment: for a 
nation could be based entirely on results in that one state. 

soth.the press and the more enlightened people of Vermont 
are striving righteously to correct this wrong impression.

Much of the influx to American cities is from 
abroad; immigrants naturally gravitate toward quick profits while 
avoiding the prospect of toil such as many of their number left 
home to escape. While numerous young men still leave the country 
for the city, the movement is less general, owing to the many 
inducements for them to stay at home. These now. inelude the 
educative associations made possible by higher standards of thought 
and action, and the more adequate school facilities that are 
accomplishing the transformation of the old narrow views into the 
comprehensive ideals now applied to individual life and municipal 
government. \ 

The city-born man is not fitted by training to attain immediate 
success as a farmer, but by preliminary study and a fairly liberal 
supply of funds he may rise above tenantry and doubtful profit.
